THE  letter  which  your  excel- 
lency addiefied  to  rry'predecelicr 
on  the  thirteenth  of  jannaty, 
1794,  has  been  laid  before  the  Pre- 
fiilt  nt  of  the  United  States,  and  I 
have  it  in  change  fioiii  him,  to  ie- 
call  to  your  view  the  itaic  ofthii.gs 
with  which  it  is  connected. 

Yon  were  informed,  lir,  on  the 
29'h  df  Auguft,  1  793,  that  ihecom- 
inflfioncrfl  of  Spain  had  complain- 
ed of  attempts  to  excite  the  inha- 
bitants ot  Kentucky  to  an  enter- 
prize  againit  the  Spanifh  domini- 
ons  on  the  M ifiifif ppi  ;  '  that  the 
Pieiident  requeltecl  you  to  be  at- 
tcptive  to  firctmifjaiMfs  of  tliis. 
kind  :  that  it  iuv.il  .in  iwiterprlze 
w  as  meditated,  your  citizens  ought 
to  be  pi:t  on  their  guard  agaftiit 
the  confequences  ;  and  that  you 
ihould  adopt  the  necellary  legal 
meafures  for  preventing  it  j  as  acts 
of  hoftiiiiy,  committed  by  our  ci- 
tizens againit  nations  at  peace 
wish  the  United  States,  were  for- 
bidden by  the  laws,  and  would 
fubjecF  *he  offenders,  to  punilh- 
ment. 

That  every  eiTeclual  exhertation 
might  he  corubir.ed  with  a  fenfe  of 
duty,  it  was  at  the  fame  time  re-

formed thai  on  ihe  let  oud  of  Oc- 
tober, 1793,  four  Frenchmen,  of 
the  names  of  Ua  Chaile,  Charles 
Delpeau,  Mathurin  and  Gignoux, 
had  let  out  in  the  flage  from  Phi- 
ladelphia to  Kentucky,  authorized 
by  the  then  Milliter  *f  trance 
here  to  engage  as  many  as  they 
could,  whether  of  our  citizens,  or 
others,  on  the  road,  or  within  your 
date,  or  ellewhere,  to  undci  take 
an  expedition  againit  the  Spanilh 
fettlements  within  our  neighbour- 
hood, and  in  event,  todelcend  the 
Ohio  and  Milliihppi,  and  to  attack 
New  Orleans,  \\  hei  e  naval  co-cpe- 
raiion  w  as  expected  ;  and  that  they 
were  fumiihed  with  money  for 
thefe  purpoles,  and  with  blank 
commiihons,  to  be  rilled  up  at  their 
difcretion.  Your  excellency  was 
1  equelled  to  check  thole  holtilitics, 
and  in  doing  fo  to  prefer  thofe 
peaceable  means  of  coercion  which 
hs>d  been  piovided  by  she  laws, 
(fuch  as  the  Finding  to  rife  good 
behavior  %r  indicting,  or  to  refoH 
to  fuch  other  legal  piocefs,  as  thofe 
learned  in  the  Taws  of  your  ftate 
might  advife.  The  lattjrr  convey- 
ing the  foregoing  intelligence, 
proceeds  thus  :  •'  Where  there  fail 
or  are  inadequate,  a  fuppi  eiiion 
by  the  miiitia  of  tlve  Hate  has  Been 
ordered  and  practiled  in  other 
Hates.  I  hope  that  the  citizens  of  . 
Kentucky  will  not  be  decoyed  in- 
to any  participation  in  theie  ille- 
gal enteipiizes  againft  the  peace 
of  their  counuy,  by  any  elle<ft 
which  they  may  expect  from  them 
on  the  navigation  of  the  !►  iihli.p- 
pi.  1  hei  'good  ienfe  will  tell 
them  that  it  is  not  to  be  effected 
by  half  meafures  of  this  kind  1  and 
that  their  furelt  dependence  is  on 
thole  regular  meafures  widt  h  are 
purfucd,  and  will  be  purfuYti  by 
the  general  government,  ami 
which  tiovv  fioiH  the  united  autho- 
rity of  all  the  Hates." 

After  the  imprelfon  made  by 
your  letter  of  the  5th  of  Odtober,

who  were  learned  in  the  laW^of 
your  ftate,  to  deftgnate  legal  pro- 
tefs.  I  lhall  not  prefume  upon 
tlie  impel  felt  knowledge,  w  hich 
can  be  obtained  here,  of  the  ju- 
rifprudence  of  Kentucky,  to  de- 
tei  mine,  whether  any,  or  what  fpe- 
cies  of  procefs  was  admiilaMe.  I 
beg  leave  to  obferve,  that  if  in  the 
opiiioa  of  the  judges,  no  preven- 
tative or  other  ftep  could  be  fup- 
ported,  the  Prefident  required 
noiift.  My  predcceflbr,  in  his  let- 
ter of  November  6,  1  793.  arguing 
from  what  is  ufual  in  the  I  niud 
9  tta  i  and  recollecting  what  pre- 
vails In  Vi  iginia,  many  of  the  laws 
of  which  are  underllood  to  be  in- 
corpoi  ated  in  your  code,  natui  ally 
fuggelted  the  propriety  of  bind- 
ing to  the  good  behaviour,  and 
indicting.  And  indeed  what  go- 
vernment can  be  deltitule  of  the 
means  of  felf  defence,  as  to  fuller 
with  impunity,  its  peace  to  be 
drawn  iii'o  jeopardy  by  holt  il  ities 
levied  with, 11  its  territory,  againit 
a  foreign  nation  in  order  to  be 
proltraied  at  the  will  of  tumultu- 
ous individuals,  and  fcenes  of 
blood, lied  and  civil  war  to  be  in 
troduced. 

Yon  , miniate  a  doubt,  fir,  whe- 
ther the  tw  o  Frenchmen  la  Chaifc 
and  Del  Pean,  can  be  reltrained 
or  punifhed,  before  they  have  ac- 
tually accomplifhed  their  plan,  & 
afiign  as  a  reafon  for  the  doubt, 
that  any  number  of  your  citizens 
mav  law  fully  leave  your  rlate,  and 


carry  with  them  any  quantity  o,T 
provisions,  a: ins  ami  ammunition*'' 
Hence  you  conclude  that  thrfe; 
acls  being  lawlv.l,  kt particular  in  - 
tention cannot  render  them  11- 
lawful,  and  that  no  criterion  cxih^- 
for  tleciding  iuch  an  irlren.ion.
